broub'lit by tlic steamer Brucmar, which 
arrived yesterday laoruing from Obiua 
and Japan, was the offlcial report to 
the vieo-niiiiister of the .Japanese navy, 
Itear-Admirul Saito, of the capture of 
Taitu forts by the allied forces on the 
morning of June 17. The report gives 
many new and interesting details of that 
recent historical event. The report, 
which is by AiluiiraJ Samejima, coui- 
niaiider-iii-chief of the Sasebo admiralty, 
is ilati^d from Sasebo on June 22— three 
clays before the Brncmar sailed— and 
says: 

"At a (juarter to one on the morning of 
July 17 llu! Taku forts declared war 
on tile aliietl sciuadron in the liarbor 
by opening tire on them. The siinadron, 
coiiiiiosetl of one English warship; Lyon 
(I'Vance); tlie Ataga (.laiianese); Koreetz 
(Kussian); tlie Itlis (German), and Mono- 
acacy (American). Tlie Moaoacacy was 
used as a refuge for the foreign women 
and children in Tong-ku, while the Ata- 
ga was used as a storo ship for the arms 
of the allied forces and the foreign con- 
tingents generally. Owing to the fact 
that the Ataga, being a vessel of heavy 
draught and could not enter the Pei-ho, 
she was obliged to stay near Tong-ku 
at the mouth of the river, and at the 
time of the bombardment couid not join 
in it, owing to tlie fact that her an- 
chorage was very remote from the forts. 

"A fire broke out during tlie engage- 
ment. on board the French cruiser Lyon, 
While the RuBsina gunboat Koreetz was. 
hit by n 42-poundcrv8bot,'(ftnd';two. of-* 
ficcrs and four others, .warrant otBccnS 
and sailors, Avero killed. On the Itlis one 
olliccr and . six others were killed, and 
Captain Haus was wounded. (A subse- 
quent report says he died from the effect 
of his wounds.) The Koreetz was hit 
■in the water-line and was leaking badly. 
She had recourse to the collision mat. 
One 'enemy's shot hit tlie Jlonoacacy. 
'(One- word here is unintelligible, though 
from the context it apparently means 
damage, as the blank is followed by the 
word absent.— Japan Times translation.) 

"The tire from tlie forts was terrible, 
and indicated good gunnery practice. 
One gunboat was hit in the magazine. 

"The land forces, which comprised 
about l.iJtiU of the combined British, 
Kussian and German eonlingonts, to- 
gether witli tlie .Tapaiiese contingent 
from tlie torjiedo department ship Toyo- 
liashi, made their attack from the roar 
of the forts. The contingents were ar- 
ranged in the following order: Ihiasia, 
Germany, England and .lapan. Our con 
tiiigcnt liaving been at the rear could 
i.ol tnko part in tlie opening scene of 
the engagement. The Chinese offered a 
stout resistance, and when the i an- 
guards had reache<l a place about four 
Iniiidred to live hundred metres f-om 
the fortf. (one word here is unintelligible 
— translator) they showed sonic signs of 
hesitation in their forward movement 
Ihe forces of the other three powers 
were then deployed, and our marines, 
i ass;n>' through the gap thus prod ice l, 
charged at the forts witii fixed bayonets. 
In this charge Captain Hattori, of the 
J',(t>aneso army, wis killed; this was at 
■l-A') a. Ki. His remains were at (nee 
conveyed to the Japarese steamer H^go 
Xir.i by a German launch. 

"On reaching the fort tho Jap i'> isn 
marines entered it through the breach 
mide by the shots from the warsliips. 
I.ieif.eiiant Sliiraishi had already been 
in the fort. (One word here is unintel-

Mr. Blair announced that provision 
would be made that in all, future cou;

On the 
Kaslo-l/aido grant Mr. Blair struck out 
tho words "to Kaslo and Lardo-Duiienii 
railway" this evening, the resolution 
to read that a subsidy would be granted 
to "a i-ailway from Duncan lake towards 
Ijnrdo or Arrow lake." He said this 

liango would still leave it open to tho 
government to grant a subsidy -to the 
(Canadian ' Pacific or any other com- 
pany. 

Mr. Sproule asked if any application 
had Iieen received for a subsidy for the 
Ciipe Scott extension. 

Mr. Blair replied that no application 
has been received from a company, and 
it did not appear to the government that 
there was any [iressing urgency, and 
there was no early prospect of tlie line 
being constructed. Under tlii^ circtim- 
stanees the government did not think 
the matter a pressing one. 

In the senate Hon. D. W. Mills review- 
ed tlie Mclnnes matter jind held that 
Dr. Mclnnes liad acted unconstitutional- 
ly in important respects while he was 
lieutenant-governor.

There has been some comment regarding 
the virtual akseiice of progrct^ by the 
immense army under command of Lord 
lioberts, but few could'. hare be^n f^tmd 
to believe that tlie soattered Boers' were 
able to inflict such a defeat so near Pre- 
toria. 

Instead of tiio surrender of all of the 
remaining Boers being imminent, as re- 
cent telegrams had hinted, it seenis they 
have been making an attempt to sur- 
round or re-eai.'Uirc Pretoria, with so 
much succcc.;.s that in the region, which 
wa.s sujipost'd to be pacified and in whiell. 
no attack was expected, they succeeded 
in uillicting a serious defeat and captur- 
ing two guns and some 200 men. 

it is evident that Gen. Botha has a 
considerable force, seeing that he is able 
to press Ix)rd Iloberta' line at WTiTf a.

"The enemy having" failed ' in tlieir at- 
tack upon our -right rciir, as mentiouod 
in my telegram of July 9. made 11 de- 
termined attack on our right tlanlc yc6- - 
terday, and, I regret to say, succeeded 
ui capturing Nitral's Nek, which waR 
garrisoned by a squadron of the .Scots 
Greys, with two guns of a battery of the 
lloyal Artillery and live companies o£ 
the Lincolnshire regiment. 

"The enemy attacked in superior num- 
bei-s at dawn, and, seizing the hill com- 
manding the nek, bronglt heavy gun 
lire to hear upon the small garrison. 

"Nitral's Nek is aliout eighteen miles 
from here, near where tlie road crosses 
the Crocodile river. It was held by ns 
in order to maintain road and telegraphic 
couiiminicatioii with Itustenborg. 

"The lighting lasted more or less 
throughout the day, and immediately on 
receiving information early this moniing 
of the enemy's strength, I despatched re- 
inlorcements from here under Col. God- 
frey, of the King's Own Scottish Border- 
ers. 

"Before, however, they reached the 
spot the garrison had been overpowered^ 
and the gnus and tlie greater portion o£ 
the squadron of Greys had been, captur- 
ed, owing to the horses .being shot; alsoi 
about ninety -men of the .Lincoln; regL^ 
ment. ' 

"A list of the casualties has not beea 
received, but I tear they are heavy. 

Simultaneously au attack was made ; 
'6'n our' outposts near Durdopoort, north 
'of the town, in: which the Stn-eiith Dra- 
goons were engaged. Tlio regiment was 
handled with considerable skill by Lt.- 
Col. Low' and kept tjie enemy in checlo 
•until they retired on their supports, and 
would probably have suffered but slight 
loss had not our troops mistaken some- 
Boore in the bushes for our own. men.

y. Shanghai, July 11.— A homogeneous 
aiiuy oi: hale thi! strength of the allied 
riivees ci'uhl do better than is being dono 
liy the allies. The operations are handi- 
capped and the safely (>!; the eity is iui- 
porilled by lack of organization and want 
of one eonnnaiulcr to control all the 
!forces. The representatives of the sever- 
al nations mana^'e the military and civil 
lafiairs of their b.^, orr.ments largely 
without co-operation. The ranking of- 
licer of eaeh nationality has absolute 
juristliclidn over the operations of his 
go\ernnient's troops. Questions of poMey 
are diseuss'^' daily at international eou- 
fereneos wl..cli have not the power to 
enforce the wishes of the majority. 

Admiral Seymour's method of com- 
manding is to make requests. The other 
commanders generally follow these, but 
there have been instances of the rank- 
ing officers liQlding .aloof from operations 
of which they disapprove, 

Tlierc is a great need of more troops. 
• The present force of 10,000 is attempting 
ito hold a lino 15 miles around the city. 
There is also great need of rebuilding 
the railroad to Taku and getting ortil- 
lery CQual to the guns with which the 
Chinese- are daily bombarding- the allies' 
position. 

The week's work resulted in a gain 
for the Chinese. The allies lost 50 or 
CO men and accomplished notliing. 

Yesterday furnished a new illustration 
of the weakness of the present methods. 
A majority of the commanders agreed 
that it was imperative to attack the na- 
tive city beyond the foreign settlements 
and to de.stroy the artillery therein, 
which meivicod the settlements. The 
attack Tvns fixed for four days ago, but 
was ' postponed booause the Russian 
commander considered his men uuSt for 
duty after their recent work. It was 
again fixed for yesterday morning, but 
was postponed because reports were in 
circulation that 10,000 regulars from the 
northwest had reinforced the Chinese. 

In tl'.e meantime the Chinese had re- 
moved 2S big guns from the fort near to 
the native city, and had planted four in 
the open air near the east ar;;enal two 
miles away. These shelled the city for 
four hours, sending in more than ten 
hundred missiles. They got the range 
of publie buildings and the club houses 
used as hospitals, and dropped explosives 
■all about them. Fortunately most of the 
shells were defective and failotl to burst 
and the others had a small radius of 
effectiveness. 

In the absence of a concorto<] plan the 
Russians seat p. few companies of Cos- 
sacks, with two field guns, and the Ja- 
panese a battery of six three-pounders 
and two companies of infantry, support- 
ing the Kuglisli 12-pounders from H. ^l. 
S. Terrible, to silence the Chinese pieces. 
.Tlio Terrible's guns failed to get an of- 
lective position, and the Russians had 
one gun dismounted and four men killed 
early in the engagement. The Japan- 
ese were confident that they silenced 
the guns !n the open, but it appeared to 
the onlookers that these guns tired the 
last shots as the Japanese \vu.\. retir- 
ing. 

The Russians lost heavily, and the 
Japanese Und one illed and twelve 
woumled. 

The Chinese threw a few shells into 
the <Mty this morning to show they were 
Btill alive. 

A I'.riiish (iflicer described the situation 
as chaos. He said: "We have wasted 
many days m politeness, and it is time 
w(' did .something." 

'J Here in no aiireeinent among the cora- 
manilei-H, hut in the absence of a 
<lehnite head several of them are dis- 
Iioseil to follow their own methods, and 
lliey simply abstain from (ij)erations con- 
trary to thoflc methods. The foreign 
population in aroused concerning this 
apparent ajialliy. While the citv is be- 
ing bi,fi,h;irded they are likely to suiter 
heavily, and they can't understand the 
aiipareiit negligence of the governments 
to furnish reiiiforeeinents fiuicker. Thi! 
Americans are particularly dissatisfied 
because, thon-h they have the Hinallefit 
representation, their interests are second 
to none. One otlleer t^aid: "It is im- 
possihU- to realize at home that there 
■has been iiKjre real war here than in 
Cuba or the Philipiiines." 

The (lernians have oeeui)ied mid ralstnl 
their Hag over the Imperial iiniverHily of 
I'ien Tsin.

.Minister of I'^ireign Affairs Speaks Re- 
garding China. 

Rome, July 12. — The Martinis Visconti 
Venosta, minister of foreign affairs, re- 
sponding to-day in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to an interpellation regarding the 
intentions of the government as to 
China, said:

Loudon, July lo.— (4:10 a.m.)— A ter- 
rible veil of silence enshrouds Pckiii and 
there is nobody but believes the worst 
has happened. It is taken for granted 

that all the pC'Wers have exhausted every 
means to get direct news from their le- 
gations, and the fact that their elTorts 
have been, vain leaves but one interpre- 
tation. 

The Chinree representative in Berlin 
(h'liies the statement that Li Ilnng Chang 
had sent to him a hopeful telegram. He 
says that, on the contrary, no direct tele- 
gram has been received by him from Li 
Hung Chang for some time past. 

The day's news is anain restricted to 
the usual crop of untrustworthy {Shang- 
hai rumors, the most serious of u-hi<.-h is 
reported by the corri'spondent of the Ex- 
press to the effect that Europeans are 
directing Chinese military operations. 

The con-esponilent asserts that Capt. 
liailey, of 11. .M. .S. Aurora, saw a man 
in European garb direciing the Cliinese 
artillery operations outside of Tien Tsin. 

Foreign refugees from Tieu Tsin open- 
ly accuse a European olllcial, wlioso 
name the Express correspoinhMit snii- 
presses, anil Col. von llaniudceu, who 
was formerly employed to ilriU tlie Chi- 
nese troojis, of being parties to a plot 
to procure the escai)e of Gen. Chang and 
themselves from Tien 'I'sin before the 
bombardment, leaving the other foreign- 
ers to their fate. 

Stali'ineiits are in circulation in Shang- 
hai accusing the Russiaufj of indiscrimin- 
ate slaughter of friendly Chhiese non- 
combatants, without regard to age or 
sex. 

It is asserted that the Buddhist priests 
throughout the empire are propagating 
I'rinc-e Tuan'e nnti-foroisjn gospel. 

News is circulating through the Y'aug 
Tse valley that Gen. Ma has inllieteil a 
crushing defeat upon the allies at Tieu 
Tsiti and that the foreign army has been 
cut to pieces east of Pekin. 

The actual impotence at the moment of 
the allicMl forces naturally gives color to 
ihesc' stories with the worst results. 'I'he 
Shanghai correspondent of the Express 
gives Tien Tsiu advices to July .S. when 
the superior r.iiigt? of the .laiiani'se ar- 
tillery enabled them to relieve the Rus- 
sians', who were hard pressed, at the 
railway station. 

The ShauLdiai correspondent of the 
;;.,;:y ^^ai! -ay- f:d!;;\v:ng stoiy le- 
gard'ini: the position in I'ekin cnraiiates 
from Chinese olllcial sources: 

"The tu-o remiiiuing legations, tile Brit- 
ish an<i Kussian, were attackeil in force 
on the evening of July il, Prince Tiiaii bi>- 
ing in conimaiui. Tlie attackers were 
divided. I'rineu Tuan coinmanded tiie 
centre, the ridit wing was led by l-rince 
T.sai Yin and the left by Prince- Yin 
Lin. The reserviti weri' under Prince 
Tsin Yu. 

"The attack commenced with artillery 
lighting, which was severe and lasted 
until seven o'clock in the morning, by 
which time both legations were destroy- 
eil and all loreigners were dead, while 
the streets around the logations were full 
of the dead bodies of both foreigners and 
Chinese. 

"Upon hearing of the attack, Prince 
Ching and Gen. Wang Wen Shuo went 
with the UOOI0S to the assistance of the 
foreigners, but they were outiunnbcred 
and defeated. 

"Two foreigneiis are said to have es- 
caped through the gates, one with a 
heavy sword wound in his head. Prin.^o 
Tuan, in celebration of tjie victory, dis- 
tributed one hundred thouei'.nd taels and 
huge duantities of rice to the Boxers." 

The Canton correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, wiring .luly 11, say.s: 

"Li Hung Chang has decided to re- 
main here, and the United Statc>s gun- 
boat which was waiting to convey him 
en route to Pekin will sail to-morrow." 

Washington, July 12.— The Japanese 
legation has received a dispatch from 
Tokio giving brietly the details of the 
assassination o£ Baron von Ketteler at 
T^'kin and the liL'hting around Tien Tsin. 
The despatch was sent from Tokio .Tuly 
•I, and was in some way subject to 
great delay along the Siberian route. 
It states that the German minister was 
killed by a shot and that it is not nown 
whether the mob element or the soldiers 
are responsible for the shooting. The 
.lapanese i-eport of tiie lighting around 
Tien Tsiu is siiuiiar to that already con- 
veyed in the press dispatches. 

Concerning the reports from Yol.:o- 
bama tliat the govomment is lioing urg- 
ed to send 50.000 troops to Chiua, 31 r. 
Ncibeshima, the Japanese charge says 
tliere is little more than press conjec- 
iiHc and tliftt there is no present cvi- 
eiice that the government has the slight- 
est purpose of sending more than one 
army corps, or 22,000 men, to China. 
While tile popular sentiment in Jai>an 
might favor the despatch of a large army 
to China, he feels that the government 
will be quite conservative, particularly 
in view of the uncertainty as to the 
terms on which it is to undertake the 
mission. 

It is the understanding of tl!t« J;i)uin- 
esi" oliieials here that the fifth army 
corps is now being |)Ut aboard the trans- 
port at one of the great naval stations 
near Hirashinia. 

Berlin, July 12.- Major-General Von 
Le/.zel, the ccmmauder of the twenty- 
eighth army division, has been apiioint- 
ed to command the German forces in 
China, ^vith the raulc of lieutenant-gen- 
eral.

kill, both of wliic'h matters have been 
told by cabl(> reports, "there was but 
one United States and one Chinese war- 
ship at Chee Foo. Subsequently, when 
it was learned that tlio Taku forts had 
been bombarded, the Chinese vessel dis- 
appeared, her destination being un- 
known." 

Another report of the capture of the 
forts is supplied under a in-evious date 
to Itear-Admiral Saito. 'i'his report, 
which is from Captain Sakamoto, of the 
Jaiianese di'pot ship Toyohaslii, whicdi 
has arrived at Sasebu, was dated on 
.luiii' 21. It says; 

"Owing to the fact that the Atago 
being a vessel oC heavy draught could 
not enter the Pei-lio, it is stated that she 
\Mis obliged to stay near Tong-ku, at 
the mouth of tlie river, and thus unable 
to take part in the operations. 

"The Japanese marines occupied, ahead 
of all others, the wtt4terii fort, on the 
northern hank of the Pei-ho, and tliere 
hoisteil their nalional Hag, turning, at 
the same time, the guns of the fort they 
liaii captured against the central fort.s, 
on the nortliern bank. It is also stated 
tluit the eentrat I'ortti and otherH on the 
uorthi'ni bank were occupied succeri.sive- 
ly by the British, lUissian and German 
marines. 

"It iri also reportcxl that our marines 
afterwards lowered the national Hag on 
tile fort oceuiiied by them, and left the 
place to garrison the Tung-ku station. 
The British force then occuiiiod the fort 
ill the iilace of the .lapanese, and the 
Union .Jack is iloatiiig there at prcHOut." 

'The account of the capture of the fort.'> 
givi'ii by the conimander vf uic British 
torpedo boat dc.;lioyer Whiting, which 
ciilerea Nagasaki for ivn^di- two days 
iirior to the saili.'ig ui the Brueiuar, may 
also be iiuoted, as it is supplementary, in 
m.iny riTiiiects, to tho accouut<4 given to 
the Japanese admirftity by its oUlcers. 

In Im account, vv-hlch is transiuied 
from tho Jlji, of Japan, the 'Vhiting's 
commander says: "The Algerine and the 
Kus;iian and German war.shi))s had been 
moored at tho rear of the forts, while 
in the upper course of the Pei-ho were 
lying the Atago, the American wainhips, 
the Whiting and an English torpedo 
boat.

The capt.;uu climb- 
ed up the fort, and he was about to ex- 
tend his hand to the captain of the Al- 
gerine to help him over the wall, when 
he wa,s shot and killed on the spot. The 
fort was taken by tlio English and Jnp- 
anoso at 5 a.m., the flag of tlie Rising 
Sun was hoisted in the centre, and the 
Ihigrt of the other powers in other places. 

"The four toriiodo boats of the Chinese 
were chased tibout by tho British torpedo 
boat dcHtroyer, and were ultimately cap- 
tured.

son. Salmon have been stolen, nets cut 
and in times of strikes lives throateneU; 
and there was absolutely no authority 
strong enough to enforce the laws— in 
fact, the laws have hitherto been almost 
laughed at. , ^ , , i „ 

The effect of the Quadra's visit has 
been most salutary. The canners and 
storekeepers, who had almost beguu to 
dread the coming of tlie fishing seusou— 
even though it were tiioir one source of 
revenue— were delighted, and assured 
Commander Walbrau that the moral of 
feet alone was a great one. The mere 
knowledge that lawlessness would not 
be tolerated, and would bo put down 
with a strong hand, will do much to aa 
sure order in the future. 

The Quadra cruised all over the fish- 
ing grounds and examined into tlio 
conditions of the different streams, all 
of which will bo embodied in tlie eom- 
niaudor's report to the fisheries depart- 
ment. There is no doubt, though, that 
it will confirm the stories brought down 
by other steamers from the North that 
measures must bo taken to enforce the 
fisheries protection laws. The smaller 
streams are becoming fished out, and 
though the regulations rend that there 
shall be three close days a week— Fri- 
dav, Saturday and Sunday— there is no 
oui' there to see that the law is obeyed, 
and as the fishing industry is looked 
uiion as a risky one, and one in which 
fortunes must he made quickly or not 
at all, the result is that fishing is going 
ou all the time, the female salmou are 
not allowed to go up the river to spawn 
and follows as a matter of course that 
it only takes a few years to thin the 
fish out. . , 

Of course, all the streams are not de- 
pleted, but the salmon are nothing like 
as plenty aa they were. As un in- 
stance, it may be stated that one can- 
nery, only a few years ago in the midst 
of the fishing streams, has now to sena 
as far as 90 miles for its salmon. 

The Quarda did not stay among the 
Northern rivers nor cruise as long as 
was originally intended, but wn?- re- 
called to come down and m:.KO pre- 
parations for taking lho_ governor- 
■ general and part.v on a tnp Nortli, 
whenever His Excellency arrives nuo is 
prepared to go. 

Captain Walbran thinks that from 
what be saw during his cruise ^ort!-. 
there is ample tooni for the service of 
the proposed fishery protectiou vessel, 
for which, as told in these columns some 
time ago, an appropriation has been

CHILIAN WARSHIP. 

The General Baciuedana Arrives at Es- 
Qulmalt aa Her Way Around the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The Chilian training ship Baquedana. 
a three-masted iron cruiser of 2,500 tons, 
with a sharp clipper bow and a very 
trim appearance, arrived in Esqunnalt 
yesterday with 300 young Cbili;ir. fiinire 
admirals on Iward. Six months ago 
most of tboa. were ou th'J up-country 
runs o£ Chili and now they can sail ship 
like old-time sailor men, for thoy have 
had eighty dnys' training. Guptain Wil- 
son is in command, and under him are 
327 oilicers, midshipmen, cadets, etc.,^ all 
training ior the Chilian navy. The 
crew were cleaning up and preparing 
sliip for the visit of the British men- 
of-war's men yesterday ,ti> which they 
were looking forward to with interest. 

Tlie Geiu-rnl Baqnedann left Telaca- 
huana. Chili, on April 22 and arrived at 
Easter island after n month'.s sail, blie 
sailed from there two days later and 
came direct to Esquimalt, mostly under

THE LIOE.VSE LAAY. 

Ono subject that must be dealt with at 
tliQ comiug session of the legislature is 
tlie liiw reguhitiug the sale of spirituoTis 
liquore. Tlie present state of tliingn 
miist not be lUlowed to continue au hour 
lonyor than is absolutely necessary. Out 
of the uiuiiicipalitio^ there is now abso- 
lutely no law for the rcirulation of this 
teafllc, and the resalt is rery iinsatiafac' 
tory indeed. 

We siil)init for public consideration if 
the time has not come when the whole 
quoi5tion of liquor licenses, both in and 
©ut of muaicipalities, <msht not to be 
taken up and dealt with on. more ad- 
Viiuceil lines than tliose hitherto followed 
in British Columbia. We do not thin! 
it timely to ag-itate for prohibition hero; 
but we are satisfied that there ai?e alto- 
goLhor too many saloons and that the ro- 
Strictions surrounding tliem are not nuf- 
fieiently Stringent, or, if tliey are so, tliey 
■are not properly enforced. Wo do not 
say that this matter ought to he taken 
•up at the coming session or. that it 
oughtnotto.be. We are ctppoeed to has- 
tiness in legislation, for through haste a 
good movotnont is often defeated; neYfir- 
thck'ss, it is worthy of consideration if 
it would not be advisable to tako the 
whole subject up at once and dispose of 
It. We express no opinion as to this 
.just now, preferriug winiply to open the 
anattor for public consideration. 

That reform is necessary ia tho drink 
ing habits of the people o^ BritiHh Col 
umbia will be admitted by every thought- 
ful observer. In every walk of life Imii- 
dreds Of men are l)ciiig ruined by in- 
temperance. Ilnndredti o£ fiimilies suf- 
fer through it. Hundreds of children are 
cursed by it from birth to maturity. The 
industrial force of the community is 
greatly weakened by it. Britlsli Colum- 
bia: gave a nuijority vote for prohibition, 
and it is very clear that a majority of 
the people of the province entertain th(; 
Tiews just expreseed. This being tho 
•case, we submit that the temperance sen- 
timent of the people fjhould be reflected in 
legislation. We repeat that this article is 
not intended at* a deuiaud lor radical 
loginlatiou this year, but only as a sug- 
gestion, that the question should be taiien 
Tip in parnest at an early day, and that 
every reasonable restriction should he 
thrown around the trafflo, which in its 
most favorable aspects is a menace to 
the public welfare. 

LEGISLATION. 

The sesaton of 1899 was characterized 
Tjy grof5Sly slovenly legislation. The re- 
ference now is not ko much to the niat- 
tor as to the form of titatutes. This 
slovenliness was in direct defiance of the 
plain rule of the bouse, but, as we all 
only too well know, the rules were not 
jiilliered to with fidelity, not to state the 
case in extreme terms, during tlie past 
two sessions of the legislature. Attor- 
iiey«Genoral Bberts 'svill, we ax& eaf.fefied, 
charge himself with the duty of seeing 
that this slovenliupss is avoided here- 
jifter, and we mention the subject in or- 
der to r'trengtlien hits hands in insisting 
that till' rule .>;hall he oteerved. What 
we have chielly in mind is the practice 
of amending acls by reference to nameil 
linos and of adding words to sect ions 
without giving tlie whole re-enacteil sec- 
tion. For example: An aniemlment 
will read thus, "Strike out tlie word, 
'and' la the fifth line of section, so-and- 
so, and substitute the word 'or.' " Now 
the proper way in good parliamentary 
practice, and in accordance with the rules 
of the house, is to repeal the whole sec- 
tion in which tho.obJeotioDahle word oc- 
curs, and- TC-enact it over again, with 
the proper word inserted. Then again, 
«onie of the amendments read: "To add 
to section so-aud-.so the following":— and 
then follows a new ,,rovision. The pro- 
per coarse is to repeal tlie insuUicicnt 
section and enact a new one containing 
the new .provisiori.'' 'When a man picks 
MP a statutis book ho ought to find Hie 
law in.''it?l'iind 'ought not to be (.•ompelled

to refer to other books to see scraps of 
legislation on tho same subject. More- 
ever, the statutes are not always print- 
ed in the same type or the same length 
of lines, echo official .statutes ;aro, but 
there are copies' of the ]a"ws vvhleh are 
not ofllcial, and tlicse niaj- readily he the 
only copies available. Errors might thus 
occur in counting lines. Such thiuga 
might not bo common, but they are pos- 
rfble, and there Is no excuse for iwrmit- 
ting tho possibility to continue. 

Wo are disposed also to urge that wlicu 
a bill is introduced to repeal or amend 
ft (sectiori .of . a- statate, the aeetl^n as it 
stands should be printed on the how hill, 
so that members and all others interest- 
ed, or likely to be, can see at once wliat 
change in the law is conteuiplated. This 
would give the persons drafting bills a 
little additional clerical labor, and it 
might increase the printing bills of a 
session as mucli as ono per cent.; but 
the gain in convenience and accuracy 
would be very great 

rUOVIXCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

Wo hardly suppose that the govern- 
ment wUl bring down at the coming ses- 
sion any broad measure for provincial 
development. Tho people do not expect 
it, and as the -sc'^sioii is to be a !4\_ort 
one, there will hardly bo time for tho 
consideration of any comprehen^ve 
scheme. If such public bills as are ab- 
scyiutely ne,eessary i.nd pressing private 
bills are disposed of. we tliink the people 
will bo quite -willing to wait \iniil next 
year for any large mensnre calculated to 
open the province to colonization and en- 
terprise. We may venture to suggest, 
however, that steps ought to bo taken at 
an early day to formulate a broad policy 
and secure, if possible, the co-operation of 
the federal government in carrying it 
out. It was a part of Mr. Turner's plap 
that the two govcmment.s should act to- 
gether in matters of this kind, so f.ir ;is 
related to railway const nu-tinn. We <lu 
not know that any understanding was 
over arrived at or attempted with Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in regard to what ou.irlit 
to ho. done, and the respective duties oi' 
tlie I'mvince and the Dominion in re- 
gard thereto. We submit that such an 
understanding ought to be arrived at, if 
possible, this year, so that olTect may he 
given to it by legislation in 1901. 

The (luestiou is many-sided and calls 
fot careml consideration. Take the mat- 
ter of railway coiistnictioii, which most 
persons think of first when provincial de- 
velopment is spoken of. It is eortainly 
desirable to avoid anything like a con- 
llict of [)lans between the two govern- 
ments (III tliis important .subject. Yet 
unless some understanding is reached, 
such a . conflict is likely to occur. At 
present tho governments do not consider 
eacli other in the matter of railway in- 
corporation. It a company applies to the 
local house for a charter, tlie fact that 
another company may have already re- 
ceived or may be .ipplying to parliament 
for a. charter for sabntaiitially the same 
route, is not taken into account, and, 
vice ver.sa, the rule holds good in the 
case of application to parliament. Some 
iinderstanding might to be reached on 
this. j\oint. When it comes to grunting 
assistarict to railways, it is surely de- 
sirable that tiK-e should be no antagon- 
istic action oetwci.' the I'l-oviiice and 
the Dominion. It is iilt...- important that 
an uDderstanding should bo -r-eaehed as 
to tho plan to be adopted in opciilng the 
imoi.-ciipied portions of the provinci- by 
railways. We have at hand a ('.-.se 
directly in point. Shall tlie province fo'.- 
the lead of the Dominion in refusing for 
tho time being any acts of incorporation 
to companies seeking to make their 
ocean teniiini in territin'y in possession 
cif the United States? 

Then there is the question of coloniza- 
tion. It is desirable that, if anything 
is to bo done in this direction, thie two 
governments should co-operate. Wo 
have many thousands of acres of laud 
admirably adapted to settlement. Doubt- 
less our agricultural areas are not near- 
ly as extensive as those of the North- 
west, but they compare very favorably 
witli those of the other provinces. Is 
tlicre anything that the Dominion can 
do towards securing a gooil class of set- 
tlers for our vacant acres, and if so, 
to what extent can the province co- 
operate in the work? 

The advancement of agriculture is 
a subject upon which the two govern- 
ineuts can work in harmony. Britisli Co- 
lumbia derives some benefit from the 
federal department of agriculture, but 
tye do not suppose very groat ingenuity 
would have to be exercised to discover 
methods by which greater good might 
1)0 accomplished by tho two govern- 
ments working together. 

Such are some of the subjects upon 
which we think there ought to be co- 
oiieration between the province and the 
Dominion, and it might be advisable for 
representatives of tbo governments to 
meet and t^ikp tliese and P.thor subjects 
up. We make this suggestion-' with the 
liopo thot it, will bcactdd^lilJon; •- 
■—:o':~s'. '. : , - 

IN cHrNA. ,i ,, ,, 

No degree of optimism can'relievo'tlie 
tension existing in every one's mind con- 
cerning the condition of things in China. 
The news from day to day only serves 
to increase tho anxiety. Amid the mass 
of contradietions from iPekiu the. fact 
stands out pre-eminently that no news 
has come out from the E'lropean.a aince 
.Tune 24. It is scarcely credible that 
for eigliteen days it would have been im- 
possible to get a message of some kind 
through, if there wore any Europeans 
alive to send it. The story that a mes- 
sage was received at Ghee Poo on July 
S fiom Sir Roliert Hart, saying, "Close 
t,-> good-bye. Near the end," must not 
be interpreted as meaning tliat at that 
•dote Sir Itobert was alive and well. We 
do not know how long it took to get tho 
message. t6;. Ghee Fdo. . • .v . 



A very serious feature of the case is 
the lack of co-operation between the 
commanders of the allied forces. Quite 
naturally no one of them feels called 
upou to subordinate, to .those Of ;,the oth- 
ers, and while it may be suggested that 
a majority should rule, tliero is no way 
of enforcing such a decision. This is 
a phase of the case that can only be set- 
tled by the repiesentfl-tive^ governments; 
but even" lit 'such a 'plah^ia agreed' upon 
it will be a very poor makeshift, for it 
by no moans follows that the decision of 
a majority would bo tho best to follow. 
Moreover, if Japan is going to iilace 50,- 
000 men in the field, her generals can 
hardly be expected ta be governed by the 
wishes of the commanders of smaller 
forces. We see no way out of the dif- 
ficulty. International jealousy may ea.s- 
iiy weaken the strength of the allies. 
If it has not, already done so. 

A surprising feature of the trouble is 
the military prowess displayed by the 
Chinese forces. Tho contrast between 
what has transpired during the past 
tew weeks and tho conduct of tho Chin- 
ese army in tho war with Japan is mar- 
vellous. The men who are giving the 
allies so much to do to take care of 
themselves and have made the advance 
to I'ekiii an impossibility for the pres- 
ent, have the beat raotlern guns and know 
how to use them. It is no longer un 
undisciplined rabble that China presents 
to her enemies. 

A Washington dispatch announces 
that the United States proposes to take 
an active part in the advance to Pokin. 
This is only possible because the United 
States is not at war with Oliina. Con- 
gress only can declare war, and congress 
is not in session. So we may see the 
extraordinary spectacle of a nation's sol- 
diers fighting the army of another natjon 
with which it is theoretically at peace. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
not(! that Germany has appointed a now 
minister to Pekin. Yet only a week or 
so ago the Kaiser declared that Ger- 
many would never rest content until she 
had dictated terms of pence at the Ohin- 
ese capital. 

^'isitors painted the town orange yes- 
terday. It was certainly a very fine 
gathering of people. 

Mr. Dunsmuir complaints of a groat 
shortage of minors. Ho said yester- 
day that he could give immediate em- 
[iloyment to five hundre'd good men. Is 
the i'iif(?rencc from this that the people 
of Canada are enjoying exceptional pros- 
perity? 

Our ex-Lioutenant-Governor seems to 
bo in the nature of a continuous por- 
formaiice, si> far as Ottawa is concern- 
ed. Senator Mills hsw delivered him- 
self upon the constitutional question, 
di^claring against the action of the Gov- 
ernor. Wo shall reprint the speech when 
it comes to hand. 



Tho annual ^ncetlng of the Board of 
Trade will bo I'leld this afternoon. There 
ought to be a fu!! attondaiice. The 
business of the meeting is t!'" election 
of ollici-rs and the consideration of tiie 
annual report. Lieutenant-Governor

Wo have a letter from a correspondent 
who thinks the time is ripe for the in- 
auguration of "a painting and decorating 
crusade" in Victoria. He is quite riglit, 
and tho ripeness is reaching a stage 
that is rather excessive. It is surprising 
what a little work iu the line mentioned 
would dOjfor the city. We would scarce 
ly recognize ourselves after it. 



Dr. Ernest Hall takes exception to tho 
language emiiloyed in the interview with 
a fellow-physician |)rinted in tliese col 
uinus yesterday, and we think lie is en 
titled to an expression of regret from 
the Colonist, and the explanation that 
tliero is no desire on the part of this pa- 
per to publish a Hue which will in any 
way re'loct upon him personally or in 
Ills clian.cter as a physician.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

Sir: I have seen in your paper the 
iiccoiiiil.. of the outcry made in Vancou- 
ver iivi'r .-i sl,;ilemcnt on the Oliinc;, 
<H:e;-iion attributed to tlie Bishop of Cc 
I'.niiliia. 1 am not aware whether that 
sialemeiit was really made or not, but if 
it was I v>'ish to say that my expi-rionce 
leads mo to much the same conclusion 
The statement continually made by the 
papers, by some of our members and l)y 
others who pretend to represent public 
opinion here, "that the great majority 
of our community wish to put a stop to 
Cliinese and Japanese immigration," is, 
in my opinion, not founded on fact. I 
am sure many of those who make that 
statement are perfectly aware of this 
and would tlieniselves be the last to 
wish to see exclusion carried out I 
do not pretend to speak for anyone but 
myself, but I am vain enough to think 
that a majority of those outside tho wage 
earning class and their parasites take 
more or less the same vie^v of this mat- 
ter as I do. I would first guard myself 
by saying that none would be more 
averse than I am to the idea of seeing 
our province overrun by Asiatics coming 
to settle hero and monopolize the labor 
market, or to seeing the wages of white 
niLMi driven down to starvation point; 
but, I would ask, can either of these 
evils be said to exist liereV The Oliineso, 
we know, do not, as a rule, settle here; 
they do not bring their families, but 
return to Cjliina when their circum- 
stances permit. The position taken hy 
tlie anti-Chinese on this characteristic 
is amusing. First, Chinese come here 
and wo don't want them; second, Chin- 



ese come here, but thej- don't stay 
in the country. (See wolf and lamb.) I 
am, of course, familiar with the point 
often raised that they rob tho country 
by taking their money away witli them, 
the obvious reply to which is that thi!y 
cannot take away with them the value of 
their work done here. Again, as to 
wages, it is a well known fact that Chin- 
ese, as a rule, will not wm-k for very low 
wages, but cease to emigrate to any 
country where wages go below a certain 
point. What they will <io, however, at 
a low rate is contract work, but why? 
Because they will work continuously and 
for long hours, and will beat any white 
man 'with .wh6m ,I have to do, e.'ccept 
perhaps the Basques. 
: Now, sir, I- am not arguing that the 
state of affairs here with regard to this 
question is an ideal one. For my o\vn 
part, speaking gelflshly, I am' Well sat- 
isfied, . because after an experience of- 
over forty years and having had at one 
time or another to do with them of al- 
most every nationality in Europe, I con- 
sider the Chinese the best colonial ser- 
vants I have ever tried. There ari', liow- 
ever, other considerations above one's 
own private tastes, and 1 admit tliat it 
would be more for tlie welfare, present 
and prospective, of our province that 
the labor market should be supplied by 
men and women of our own race who 
would .settle and remain in tho country. 
I sliould myself bo glad to see such a 
state of affairs. When and liow shall 
we arrive at it? I think not until Eng- 
lislinieii are content to work here for 
wages at which it will pay people to em- 
Iiloy them, until they do an honest day's 
work for those wages and until they 
learn to distinguish between n proiier in- 
dependence of character and intolerance. 
The truth, 1 think, is that if exclusion 
was carried out we sould conio to a 
standstill. The wages demanded by 
Englishmen prohibit employment, and 
their maintenance does more than any- 
thing 1 kiir)w of to retard <mr progress. 
'I'ake the farmers. They cannot afford 
to eni;iloy any but . Japanese — not even 
Chinese, much less English. Take the 
few m.innfMct(jries wo priSM'ss. I know 
very well that they could employ three 
times the nunibi'r of men Ihi'.v do if tliey 
could get them at a reasonable rate, but 
as things are they cannot compete with 
th" East. etc. 1 have in my time been 
a fairly large employer of labor, both 
lOnglisli ami foreign, and 1 think I know 
something of the strong and weak points 
of our eountrjinoii of that class. To say 
tfiey have their own failings and their 
own sterling qualities is only another 
way of saying tlioy are human beings. 
I was taitght to try at least to deal fair- 
ly with every man, and to show them 
tiiat I had some consideration for tliem; 
in fact, not to use them as nuichincs. 
1 had many dlfflcultics with them— quar- 
rids, t'glits against combinations, etc.— 
but, oil the whole, taking the lowest pos- 
sible view, I found fair treatment and 
consideration pay, while, taking a higher 
view, some of my best and truest friends 
have been of that class. I but trouble 
you with this lest you should think I am 
one who wants to tramp down the wage- 
earner. 1 should be glad if wages could 
remain as they are, but the thing is im- 
possible unless wo build an impassible 
wall round tho province; otherwise pro- 
gross in tho ordinary industries will 
cease, or Asiatic labor must take the 
place of white. I wish the wage-earner 
could be brought to see this. Surely 
there are sulllcipiitly patent examples of 
it all over the world; but bis greatest 
curse is his weakness in being led away 
and hoodwinked by professional politi- 
cians who want his vote, and trade 
union parasites— loafers who make an 
easy living out of his unhappy credulity. 
How any rea.sonable man can think that 
wages can be maintained at their pres- 
ent abnormal rate is a problem. Tho Jn- 
pane.'ie question is a much more seri- 
ous one than the Chinese, but this let- 
ter is already too long for me to go into 
it. My opinion is, then, that the best 
for the workingninn to fight tho 
question of Asiatic immigration is to he 
more moderate in his demands, to do 
bfctter work and mend iii.=; manners.

Our lumber trade is 
one of our great indnsti-ies, but anyone 
who has travelled around tliis province 
cannot but be struck with the evidently 
wanton waste and destruction going on 
in connection with our lumber resources. 
l'"rom my recollection of the discoui-se 
iu question, it was full of food for 
rellection on the part of tho lumberman 
as well as the scientist. I know it was 
a positive treat to listen to Sir Henri, 
who made his subject charmingly inter- 
esting, and I also remember Sir William 
Dawson, at that time principal of Mc- 
Gill, and a man who .never ' 'wasted 
words, saying at the close of the lecture 
that Jt 'was an Immense, treat to him 
to listen to Sir Henri, and a privilege 
to be preaent^attthe, meeting; v,.r?,

The Chinese Bombarding Have 
Eleven Thousand Troops 
and Sixty Guns. 



Shanghai Panic Stricken Be- 
cause of the Gathering 
; Insurgents* 



Accordiiig to tttwa tecclvod by the 
Btenmer BnieiutiT, which arrived yo*lcr- 
day morning, a trroat panic provailoj at 
Shangiwi when she sailed from that potU 
'A epecial to the Jiji, ot Japan, under 
date of Juuo 24, tho' day prior fo the 
sailing of the steamer from Yokohnnia, 
eays: The natives and junk men are in- 
creasing in numbers nnd the eituation is 
gettins more and more serious, an out- 
break being liable to take place almost 
any mcimont. 

The foreig-nors in the scttlemout have 
organized a volunteer brigade, and ar» 
constantly on the watch. Xotiew have 
been posted all over the city, appointinj,' 
places to tbem when alarm is given. 
^OUUI a rking take place, however, tlieir 
pOSltjon will become untenable at once. 
Tbey were tirglng the Taotai to give 
tnem 'proper protection. 

Althou,5h so close fo Tien Tsin, that 
port was not in communication by tele- 
graph. Communteation was mostly by 
steamer via Chee Poo. A correspondent 
in a letter from Shanghai says, from in- 
vestigations made near that city, be 
found that large numbers of Chinese 
troops were at the Chinese arsenal, 
across the river. There weiv also for- 
eign-drilled troops at 'SVoosnnfr, at the 
junction of theWhangpoa and Yang Tao 
livers. 

United States Consul Ooodnow, at 
Shanghai, according to news by the Biae- 
mar, was coming in for considerable ad- 
Verne critbism at Shanghai, together 
with the- itiis.sian consul, for linving or- 
dered from that port five Chinese torpedo 
gunboati-', v.-hich came there under parole 
from Chee Foo, in care of a British olTl- 
cer. The commandor.s of the gunboats 
bad announced that tlioj- were under the 
governor of Nanking, who rules inde- 
pendently and favors England. 

The bombardment of Tioa Tsin was 
going on daily when the Uraemar sailed 
from Yokohama. The correspondent of 
the China Gazette, writinir from Clico 
Foo on June 21, by the French cruiser 
Pascal, which had left Taku on the same 
day, says, on the authority of a French 
engmeer who wkh dilliculty had arrived 
from Tien Tsin, that the Boxers and 
Chinese bad -sot fire to the native town. 
Tba conflngratioTi, which spread from a 
central tower, caused great loss o£ life. 

The Chinese bad mounted on the walls 
of the native city sis 15-centimetre 
Kmpp guns, besides many smaller pieces, 
and had been bombarding the foreign set- 
tlement from the 18th. Three days later, 
it was reported, halt the foreign settle- 
ment had been burned down. 

-According to Chinese reports, the shell- 
ing of the city was very great. The for- 
eigners were erecting bomp-proof shel- 
ters with piece goodn wetted and 
jammed in with mud and sand. The 
want of food and the continued shelling 
was said to bo telling terribly on the resi- 
dents, particularly the women and child- 
ren. 

A very heavy engagement took place 
on June 24, the foreign casualties mim- 
bering as many i\n three hundred. The 
commander of the British warship Bal- 
four was among tlie killed. The Chinese, 
it seems, who were said to be personally 
commanded by Prince Tiian, had witb 
them the best of the foreign-drilled 
trnnn= nf the Cliinese army, and had 
forty-five (luick-liring Ivrupp guns. Tlie 
American consnliite and a number of go- 
downs in the e.xtra settlement were de- 
stroyed. 

It was soon after this hea\T bombard- 
ment that efforts were nindc by an allied 
force of 550 to relieve Tien Tsin. The 
force consisted of, 400 Ruseiane and mO 
Americans. Tliey Jind three guns. The 
relief party, which wns totally inade- 
quate, -was repulsed with rery heavy 
loss, the Hussions olone losing over two 
bnudrcd m«n. 

According to advices b,v the Braemar, 
it was the <lespatch of the eleven thous- 
and forcign-drillwl troops for Shantung, 
commended by Yuan Shi Kal, the gov- 
ernor of that province, to Pekin, that 
brought about the attack on the Taku 
forts.' It was learned on Juno IG by the 
foreign commanders that orders had 
been received at Tien from lyutai 

to send trains to convey seven thousand 
of these troops and sixty guns to Talcn. 

OTie comm-.Huh-rs of tlu» allied forces 
forbade the despatch of thesi. trains, and 
later the.v rfceived word tliat tlie troops 
of the Chinese were Tn:ir<-liing lo Taku. 
Then they sent tlie ultiinatiiiii to tlie 
commander of the forts. lie replii-d tliat 
ho would not uillow them to he surrender- 
ed, and early iiext morning began the 
bombardnicnt of the allied squadron. 

1'he troo])S that were to havi? gone to 
Talcn were flicii iliverleil t(j Tien Tsin. 
They numbered close on ten thousand 
.nnil had sixty guns. A large army of 
;rioters, Boxors :an<i others followed and 
.■;uigmented the 'forcis considerably. 

They comidetely surrounde<l Tien Tsin 
:and dominated iho city with their artil- 
ler.v. The sltiiiition was ver.v serious 
tliore when the steamer sailed, and It was 
then thought Qint <nnlr«s "relief was sent 
the (city would not 'hold out much longer. 
Thus it will .bo seen that the serious 
•state lOf affairs described in the cable re- 
ports is toy no means overdrawn.

The message 
bears the signature of I;''o^vio^. 

The P. and T, i-imea guys the death 
of ari". Bobiusoa and capture of Mr. 
Novmau, of the S. P. G. mission at 
Yung-chine, has been more than con- 
firmed, inasmuch as it is now certain 
that Mr. Norman has also been murder- 
ed, The mission, so far as yet known, 
was attacked on June 1. Mr. Norman 
and Mr. Robinson escaped from the com- 
pound and made their way outside the 
city walls and hid in some marshy 
ground; but they were discovered by 
the Boxers and pursued.

ON THE ERASER 



Capt Anderson Arrested Charged 
Wllh Threatening Fishermen 
—Union Hesolutionj}. 



Vancouver, July 12. — Several of the 
canners to-<Iay stated that 75 per cent, 
of the Kraser river lishermen would go 
on the river at once if they were not 
afraid of the threats of the strikers in 
the patrol boats. In an intervie\y with 
Mr. Itogers, vice-president of the h'isher- 
nien's Union, Mr. Itogers recites the ac- 
tion of the union iu its negotiations with 
the canners' combine and states that if 
in event of the canners employing non- 
union men to put up their season's pack, 
all the trades unions iu ContineuUil iiur- 
ope would be asked to put a boycott on 
British Columbia salmon. 

Capt. J. L. Anderson, president of the 
Master Mariners' Association of Vaucoi> 
ver, was arresteil yesterday, charged with 
tlireatening lishermen with a view of in- 
ducing them to stop lishiug. He was 
liberated on bail. In speaking of the 
matter to a Colonist correspondent Oapt. 
Anderson said: 

"1 wuti asked to act as spokesman in 
one of the patrol boats, owing to my 
powerfiil iimgs and j)ersuasive address. 
X went along, and v.h we Beared each 
boat, myself, and sometimes the others, 
asked the occupants to discontinue fish- 
ing; for this I was arrested. Why do 
the camiers dictate to lishermen, any- 
way, us to what they shall sell their fish 
for? It is the fisherman's place to put 
a price on bis own. goods. If I walked 
into a shoe store and asked the price of 
a pair of shoes and was told 'three dol- 
lars,' and 1 said to Uie proprietor, 'that 
will not do, I will put a price on tliose 
shoes and you must sell them to me at 
.•^iLuO,' the shoe store man woidd tliink 
1 was crazy; and still that is what the 
canners are asking of the iishenneii— to 
put a iirice on the fisherman's warw that 
they have for sale. The lishcrnu^n are 
not desiring 25 cents so much as recog- 
nitior. and a guarantee of future fair 
treatment. There is a grave suspicion 
among the fishermen that us soon as the 
big run comes the canuers will eay you 
must take 5 or 10 cents for your fish 
or throw them overboard. 

"What tlio canners are after is to de- 
moralize the union so that they can se- 
cure the -salmon at any price. On the 
other hand, 25 cents is not too much. 
^Ir. Humphries, from I't. Itoberts, call- 
ed on nie recently and told ine that can- 
ners were paying 2U cents for salmon in 
the traijs over there, and it costs them 
a cent and a half a fish to get them out; 
consequently they were paying 27'/j cents 
for every salmon that they were jiacking 
and selling them iu the open market in 
competition with British Columbia. And 
how is it that last year 25 and 30 cents 
were paid for salmon on the Praeer riv- 
er and no kick coming, and this year 
salmon are selling at from $1.50 to 
a case higher than last year?"

Thus will Victorians have re- 
moved from tlioir oyos Ui-"' !>on.=dnnt ve- 
niinder of tho horror which ^-isited tliis 
cit.v on the ever memorable 24;th of May, 

Yesterday's coup de grace speedily re-- 
duced to a Iloating mass of klndiiiig wood 
and tangled iron the portion of tho old 
bridge tlie exact countcrpiiTt of tbe arch 
which carried down to a watery grave 
so many human lives fom- yeara ago 
Some diversity of opinion existed as to 
whether tbis epeetly actioa- of demolition 
would not also result in n brcaklntf of the 
telephone company's cable which crosses 
the water immediately alongside the 
brii^go. However, Engineer 'I'opp cal- 
c^ilated correctly, and tlio bridge fell ci';';ir 
V)f evorytliing. 'IVo sticks of dynamite 
were inserted in each eiul of the frame 
work ot the arch on t!ie upper side of 
the bridge, and the resulting explosion 
simply shaltered the htige timbers as if 
they were pipe stems, and with :i crash 
tlu> whole standing structure tilted and 
fell broadside on into ibe waters ot the 
arm. In order In make sure that the 
telephone wires wouM not he injtir(}(l, a

Ottawa, July 7.— The Liberal party 
this week got the worst black eye which 
it has received iu the present parliament. 
The emergency rations scandal may not 
bo a now story in the country, but it is 
certainly a pretty live one, and will re- 
tain its vitality nutil the present gov- 
ernment is ousted from iwwer. If ever 
there wiis a party mad with itseli: it is 
the federal Liberals, 'I'hoy are now ad- 
mitting that a big blmder wa« created 
by preseutiug the whltowashlhg report, 
which tho I.iboral majority on the iu- 
veatiguting committee prepared. The com- 
mittee started out to try Dr.,15orden and 
the otUccrs of the militia departmeiit. It 
ended its labors— tliat is the Liberals on 
tho committee so decreed— lij livliiig -Mr. 
Hubert White, iin old member of the 
press gallery, and at present cullectur of 
customs at Aloutreal, and Mr. .Monk, M. 
v., •'guilty." A more alisurd conclusion 
could not well he imagined. Then, to 
make the nnitler worse, the Idberals ap- 
plied the kalsumiiiiug brush not only to 
l)r. Borden, the minister, but to Uevliu, 
the contractor. It is with regard to the 
latter feature of the report that the Lib- 
erals to-diiy are kicking themselves su vig- 
orously. 'J'he government has a normal 
majority of 57 iu the hoase. This wa.s 
cut down tu Id, and would liave been 
lower, bat for the strenuous elTorls ot 
the Liberal wdiips. Several Urit mem- 
bers shirked the vote altogether, thus sig- 
nifying by convenient alisenee their dis- 
approval oC the majority report. Tliero 
were ten Liberal members, however, who 
came out siinarely agaiust the govern- 
ment. I'roniiuent aniougst these being 
Ur. LUiri, of St. John, than whom there 
is no more staunch Libend iu Canada. 
Mr Boiirassa sought to amend the re- 
poit by declaring that under the terms of 
the avraugeuieut by which the troops 
were sent to Soutli Africa, it was the 
duty oi: the British government to furn- 
ish all the supplies, and therefore "thik 
house eoiLsiders that the minister of mil- 
itia should not have InA'olved the careuit 
of Ciiuiida in this contract, and expend- 
ed c;aiiadiau money to buy food or ra- 
tions fur troops in the field." He failed 
to get a division on the amendment, tlie 
Speaker ruling it out' of order, as hav- 
ing no connection witli tho subject of the 
committee's report. On the whole the 
Conservatives have every reason to bo 
aatislied with wliat they have accomplish- 
ed. The case was handled exceedingly 
well by Mr. Mouk, the brilliant meiuber 
for .la'ciiues Cartier, :iiid it will be a 
dilllcult matter for the government to ex- 
plain away, to the electorate at large, 
tlio (Iniuagiiig tcstimuiiy which was ad- 
duced before the comi.'iittee. 

The Tiuik and lile of the Liberal party 
are almost iu rebellioi: ajjainst their lead- 
ers. They had conHJeiitly counted n_pon 
an extra sessional indemnity of ^^.jOO. 
They have sent deputation after deputa- 
Uon to Sir Wilfrid, but he has turned 
onlv a deaf ear to their reiiuest. The 
Bremier has not heard the last of Ibis 
matter. The impression is pretty gener- 
al that the sessional indemnity of ifl.OUO 
is not adeiiuato compensation for the 
time and trouble whidi a mombor of par- 
liament has to lose and to endure. When 
tho amount w;;s fixed at .'51,U00 it was 
based nix>u a session lasting from ten to 
fourteen weeks. Hereafter sessions of 
live or six months' duration will be the 
rule, rather thau the exception. Of late 
years, moreover, the cost ot living in Ot- 
tawa lias greatly increased. The day 
when a member of parlinniont could go 
to a four dollar a week boarding hoaise 
is long since iiast. 'ITiere are social obli- 
gations at the Capital which have to be 
met, and iu muitlferious ways tho ses- 
sional e-vpeuscs of a member have in- 
creased, while' IhliB pay has remained sta- 
tionary. Fifteen hundred dollars per ses- 
sion Avould be tout a fair compensation for 
each senator and member under existing 
conditions. If the government would 
come down with a proposal to increaso 
the indcmuitj' it would be assented to by 
both sidce, and there would be little or 
no objection in the country. But 
the. present outfit which is in power is 
lamentably lacking in backbone; they 
can propose expenditures which on their 
lace look reasonable, but which are 
really nothing more or less tlian bribes 
to the constituencii-s. .V glance at the 
ra'nin estimates, as well as the supple- 
Jiieuts, shows this. Little jilaces in tlw 
Maritime Provinces, that one has never 
heard oC before, are getting grants of 
!!;3,000 or .'i;i(>,OUO, and in some cases 
even more, for wharves and breakwa- 
ters. \\\ exnmiiiatiou of the trade and 
navigatiiju returns shows that at many 
of tiiisi' placi-s not a single vessel of 
iuiy size entered or cleared at them dur- 
ing the past year, but still the country 
has to pay Die pipiM-. 

The funniest Hiilatiiuu, which any party 
leaders cmild olTer to their followers Is 
being tendered hy Wilfrid Laurler iiiid 
his eollcuKiii'S for the rank .•mil lUe nf tlie 
Mheral party tu-nl«lit. 'J'iie I'renil'jr liavliit;

Ye.'^tenhiy most of the Quebec deb;- 
gahm \V(;nt home In disgust, and the oiily 
n^presontatlves of Quebec who were pre- 
sent nt the gatliering to-ulglit wore two 
or three new men who came In this ses- 
sion. As between a gift of $5(X), and a 
good dinner even with ehiiinpagne ad libi- 
tum, tho Quebec Grit moiubers speak out 
in no uncertain terms us to which they 
prefer. 

Grit hypocrisy and bambug' reached Its 
climax In the bouse on Tuesday. At the 
Ottawa convention fa 189S ther was only 
one nuin, Hon. T. W. AngUn. ln the gicnt 
gathorlng at the Ridonir ttlnk who -had the, 
courage of his:, convictions, .nnd itooto' the 
platform to . dcnoonce the pcDlilbltlen -pleb- 
iscite plank in the party platform. It la an 
old story now about the plebtBCtte:- of 1808. 
The comitry knows from 'the lips -of the 
Llberul leaders themselves of the secret 
understanding that there should be no pro- 
hibition measure unless a majority ot tho 
total number of electors on the roll voted In 
its favor. Only 28 per cent, of the elec- 
toral vote was recorded for prohibition, 
althongh of the total vote cast the pro- 
hibitionists were la the majority. Not until 
after the results were knowu was the In- 
formatloa conveyed': to-, tho temporancQ 
party of the • undcrstnndlug an-lvod at 
months before. by ministers. - Ilad the gov- 
ernment miide known Its decision when the 
day of voting was ffaed tlie prohibitionists 



would have realized the work ahead of 
them. As It Is, they wero simply duped, 
and on Tuesday uilnlsteilal hypocrisy nga'n 
showed Itself by a straight cabinet vote 
against prohibition. Jlr. Flint's proposal 
to empower the" provinces to adopt pro- 
hibition was not seriously discussed, as the 
scheino would be simply unworkable. It 
would make Quebec the, great llipior centro 
of the Dominion, and as under our con- 
stitution the importation of llipior from 
(juebcc Into a prohibition province conld 
not be prevented, the scheme would simply 
Involve the centralization of the breweries 
and dlstllliTies In the province of Quebec. 
Tho majority of tho prohibitionists hav<ji 
Invariably cast their votes for the Liberal 
party, but after the way Sir Wilfrid and 
his colleagues have fooled , them they can- 
not surely place much reliance upon Grit 
pledges In the future. 

A glaring Instance of tho manner 'o 
whlcli the Liberals failed to redeem their 
promises Is shown by their action oa the 
Chinese restriction bllL Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
Intimated that the views ot British Oolnm- 
bla on the Chinese question would prevail. 
Tfio province asked for bread; It received 
a stone.. Instead of a tax of $500, which 
was asked for, the new measure simply 
makes It $100, bnt this Increase.. Is, offset 
by an extension of the permit Bystein^ 'This 
has always been regarded as-one'oC the 
greatest drawbacks to an effective" llm'tl- 
tton of Chinese Immlgmtton. Xhe dlfh- 
cultles of Identification are so great that 
there Is every reason to believe that the 
permits have been transferred In China tor 
value, and a fraud consequently perpetrated 
upon the department Col. Prior In the 
Commons, and Senator»Power in the Upper 
nouse wanted the ticket ot leave plan to 
be abolished nltogother. Their efforts were 
unavailing. Instead of wiping out this sys- 
tem, the government has extended it so 
that tii? permits In place of being good for 
six months only will now extend over a 
year. A nice way this to satisfy the wishes 
of British CoUimbla. Then, In another 
respect, the door of Immigration has been 
further opened. A Chinese woman married 
to a mail of not Jlongollau origin, could 
come In free. Now tho law has boon am- 
ended so that their children arc to be ex- 
empt from the poll tax. British Columbia 
sufTers more from the effects of Chinese 
Immigration than any other province, and 
It was thought to be a fair concosHlon lo 
grant to the provincial exchequer a portion 
of the tax derived from Chinese. Efforts 
were made to make the contribution to 
lirltlsh Columbia twenty Ave per cent, of 
the net receipts. Tho worklngmen of Bri- 
tish Columbia may well be disposed to say 
to tho govermneiit: "Thank you tor noth- 
ing." 

The ministry has served British Columbia 
Kcurvv trick In the matter ot the rnli- 
wav snbsUlles. While Ontario and Quebec 
recplveil on an average a million dollars 
each, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick nnd the 
Northwest half a nillllon dnllars eacli, one 
of the largest revenue producing provinces 
ot Canada has to take a beggarly $00,000. 
It was generally understood tbot there 
would be a substantial grant to the E. & N. 
extension to Gape Scott, but It Is evident 
that Mr. Blnlr, or some of the Other mla- 
Isters ,havc no regard for 'Vancouver Island. 
It Is conceded by men who are familiar 
with Vancouver Island that the extension 
of the railway to Oape Scott would be a 
Krcat boon to the province, opening up as 
It would, a section of country which 's 
known to he rich In timber and minerals, 
niul It wos fully expected that this would 
be recognlised by the government. It Is 
apparent, however, that the ministers Save 
only favors for their friends; hence t)io 
K. & N. must stand aside.

rank, aiid iu. attacking a medical uuia 
wJio bus done, aud is doing, oxceileiit

terest to itself, or gruut tbe favor of ac- 
cepting uiy rctdgnariou, as I cannot re- 
tain membership in a society who<(0 
course I consider in in opiK/iiition not only 
TO tile welfare of a large uiilss of the coiu- 
mimity, but decidedly detrimental to its 
own best interests. I ;im not enga^'ed 
in a imreJy ieilisli undertJiJ^inj;, jih many 
of you tseem to tliiuk. 1 have not taken 
any agreement to which we have pat 
our siKuiitures, but I jR'rsit^t iu the posi- 
tion taken, tiiat wheu a mist.ake has beeu 
made iu our iwlicy we should at the earli- 
est coiiveaienc-e proc-eed to jectify iiuch 
mistake, and to readjust liarJiioaioiiB re-, 
latioiis between ourselvi« ami a by no 
means unimportant proj)ortion of our 
coiistitueuc3'. If the enduuvoj ,to upliold 
the best interests of tiie uuuiical .profes- 
sion in Victoria aud to j>roserN'e to this' 
society the patronajje of one'«>ixtb of -tlie 
population of this tsUy is treason, then 
call mc a traitor; if ohun^pioniug the 
cause of frdtemity 'Ond •benevolence Js an 
outrage, then brand mc. I covet such 
action at your hands. If .tlie ondoftvor. to 
save this society li-om ridicule, wlucli is 
faciug it upon all jsides, Jjom. miiny ■ of 
the most inliuential of the citizeim,-is dla- 
Joyalty to this society, then count mo dis- 
loyal to nil the oliligations of the. pro- 
I'est^iou. Goutliimeu, remember that •^vo 
are dealing wiLh a class .that is rapidl.v 
becoming; the ruling factor, a clatis by no 
meius inckiug iu intdliguiice and enter- 
prise, and a class tluit ib .determined to 
put into effect even ji greater extent of 
co-oyer.'ition, unless we are wUliu. 
meet their demands, which are b; 
inennd niireasouable. Our action has 
been repret;eutad as "class legislation,' 
and tlie time has pntised in tlie develo[i- 
ment of public «enuim(!iit, iulhe ovolutiou 
of modern [Kilitico-economics, when any 
profe.ssi(«njil claas can JifEord .to trille witli 
the sentiments of tbocie to whom they 
owe their Uvin*?. The law socie.ty .Jias 
been mentioned as a model of elegance 
and consisteuc^j- Tliat Hocicty is to-day 
elumberiug over a volcano of tlieir owu^ 
injustice and oi>prossian, ,and..loi;islaiJuu 
may be' expected with reference, to its 
action. . . ■ . 

4'aother and moat iini>ortant: mattiir 
must also be eonsidecad, and in .this . re- 
gard I am not without the udvice of 
those in authority, that the action of.tliis 
society iilB endon^gered .aur Mixlical A<;t. 
Democracy is present uixm both sidew .of 
the bouse to snoh a degree that it would 
require .but little iailuence to riidlcaJlj' 
alter ite most important jjectiony.

DOCTORS' A>TD SOOEETIES. 

Sir: In resixjuse to your editorial, in- 
viting a discussion in>on tlie merile uf 
the present coutrovensy between the 
medical association and tJie fraternal or- 
ganizatiuiis of the cit.j', 1 wouI(l t^ubmit to 
your readers a few facts bearing upou 
tile question when viewed from a society 
stundpoiut. , The uu<UTb'ing priuciples in 
fraternal organizations it> a provision by 
the members jigaiiist tlie ills that liesh id 
beir to, a. small contribution in health 
providing fur proper atteiitiuu, medical 
aud otherwise, in sieknetss. This provi- 
sion ou the part of organized hodiets has 
relieved tho doctors .and hospitals of 
much of the gratuitouts work, and tho as- 
sertion may here he made that it Is a 
i-are occurrence" for society members to 
beeoiiie public charges. _ This principle 
has l)een iCcogii!at>d "n^ 'pile of national 
import, ami in the 'Old country a siiper- 
inteudeucc has been' jnMe'of society af- 
fairs, by hppolntment of 'aS dffleter by the 
!g6vermn'cnt. ' It iS' txue that - medical 
liractitiouew in the old 'land have given 
tlieir servicw at a niticb. lower reuruner-' 
ation than is given on djis continent, 
•but tbe services of penny doctors may 
he secured outside of the secret sodetiets, 
'the icarued .professions tliere having to 
stand more on their -merits. 

In this city tho remuneration to tbe 
medical ollicers of societies baa never 
■been a question, and the kuui of a jear 
for every nicnibcr iu good siand:;'.g baa 
been admitted by tlieui as s:itistactory. 
If representatiouti ha<l been made to the 
societiit; that the .sum liaid was insulli- 
cioiir, euuiniittees Woulil have been ap- 
pointed aud the quttition fully investigat- 
ed. 

It is a strange coiiicideuce that the pre- 
sent agitation against societies was u. 
ailgiimted by the members of the medical 
profeission who were not in atXoudauce 
upon society lUcuibenH. It has been fre- 
quently repre.-iented to tlie societies by 
Uie lodge doctors, niitl including ..the doc- 
tor on I'ates street, that socict}' .practice 
was one, when ligured ui), of fair j-emun- 
oration aud -Avitliout loss, at least to those 
engaged in the work; it hjis been further 
lepiesentcdn that i pressure,,, hoe bii'" 
.brought to ISeaE upoUithem.liy tiie metlical 
association so that ai<coQtiimance.of such 
work wold place tbem- in isolation, as 
far aa thislr iirother practitioners were 
eoucernbd. 'It f vvas- in .consldepation of 
tliiM, and this only, ; which led to their 
■abandonment of the work. 

Illustrating Uie deisire of some of tbe 
pructitiouors for this .eervicc, 'it may be 
stated fbrtt the election of a nu^dical at- 
toudant in Court Vnncouvcr, -A.O.F., a 
few mouths iirior to the coiubinalion, 
live doctors were, by consent, nominated 
fur the position uf court sucgeou. 

It must not be inferred tliat every 
member of a secret organization is com- 
lielk'd to receive the ticrvices of its medi- 
cal attendant — that is- a privilege; many 
of the members HtUl avail tliemselvee of 
tho sovvices of their own Xiiiuilj- jiliysi- 
eian. Tlii' action, however, of the medi- 
cal association will tend in .tlie future to 
alleviate a certaiu jimouut of sentiment 
in .support of a principle. 

It has been asked, but luit.yot aiiswer- 
iil, why sliould societies be singled out 
for this attack, ivlicii cuutMct work is 
still pei-sisted in by tin; members of the 
nii'dicnl associatioiC "Will the doctors 
declare war upou the management of the 
Wellmgton and Vancoiwer collieries, 
municipal, Proviaeial 4ind Dominion ap- 
IMiintmcnts? 

lint enough of this. What are wc to 
doV What are tlie ,*>ociotiee .asking for? 
To repeal the M«dical Act, -giving the 
medical association Uio -.whip hand 
against tlio introduction of .more doctors, 
iiy allowing duly qtiaJitied practitioners 
from recognized miiversitief. '.to practic(! 
in thi.s province without qualifying for 
residence or re-ci'JJaittnatiou il.iy the medi- 
cal ansocialion; I'ailiug this, the appoint- 
ment iby the govewiiueiit of medical e.x- 
auiiners, who -vviU net without fear or 
favor. The societies will th(tn essay the 
tatsk, through tlie sijj-ejicy of .tlieir Grand 
lodge*, of providing tliemsel.v/.'S with pro- 
per medical att<?i>dance, af mecessary, 
thus removing from .one cla«« rtlie power 
of indiscriiiiiiiatiou Ji,gainst juiatiier. 

In regard to tlie Jmbilee Ihoepital, so- 
ciety men contend Uiis is a jiublic insti- 
tution, tlie resident doctor a jwiblic ap- 
ix)intee, and as such lie is bound, to show 
tho .tiame courtesy, giving tbe ajime as- 
istance, if neee^wiry, to the society doc- 
tors. that is given hy iliim to the other 
members of the nuHlitaJ profcsfiiou.

Yokohama, June 25.— The frightful situa- 
tion In China Is at present absorbing every' 
thought here, and all other Interests are' 
as nil. The very lutliuate business najj 
social connections betw>:eu the various cen- 
tres of trade In the Orient, bring the be- 
leagured, cities ..«£ Tien .Tain and Pekin 
within the anxious vision of almost every 
homo here, and there Is scarcely one which 
baa not some connection or friend over 
whose fate there liangs a cloud. What 
Immensely Increases the auilety Is the mys- 
tery attcfndant upon the complete cutting 
Dir. of all tiaings from.. the two, cities, so 
that we are left a prey to the wild rumors 
which come thick and fast upou us, giving 
no certalntj-, only of the vaotuess of the 
calamity which has befallen. Tbe feature 
most eiiniini'nted upon, and fnrulsliing by 
far tlie greatest mystery, Is tlie entire ab- 
sence of any ofllclal or antbentlc tidings 
from Tien Tslii. The Taku foris were ta- 
ken on the morning of tbe 17th. It was 
then only a .matter of live hours for the 
gunboat dle«t which was at once sent up 
the river, to reach the besieged city. Water 
cominunlwitlou with this Meet Is supposed 
to be cleaT, and yet for eight dttys no word 
has cuuie frnm It. lielug thUB left a prey 
to rumor, the reports which hitve • reached 
us from Chee Poo and iSbongbat bave been 
not only of the most 'heartrending, but 
also of the most nntrustworthy ontur-'. 
Pirst iame the ncw's' that' every man, wo- 
man ^nnd child among tbe foreigners in 
Pokln bad been Blougbtcrcd. This followed 
by ithe report thot the Downger Empress 
haO been killed and the Enqieror had corn- 
uilttcd Btilolcle, of course, gave the Imprea 
slon that the mob was In complete coutro', 
and that no foreigner could, by any pos 
slblllly, escape. The simple fact Is that 
no word has come from the foreign cui 
tlugent of the capital since the evouliiK n 
■Siin<lay, the 'ITtli. On the Kith, there cam 
to Tien Tiiln the sharp call addressed to 
all consuls and commanders, "Send rI 
once, or It will be too late." Within r 
fe\>- hours a force of ],."i00 men under Ad 
mlral Keyniour left for the rescue. They 
were last 'heard from fii the following 
morning at I.nfa, thiriy-one miles distant. 
Meanwhile, on Sunday, tbe ITth, came the 
word from reklii: ".Still unattaeked, bur 
very niixloa.';." Since that dati^ both cltle, 
have been silent. So refugees among the 
foreigners have been sent down tbe river 
to Ta'kii, ns would have certainly 'been the 
case .'bad tbe allied forces actually : reach- 
ed them. The only Inference Is that for 
sonic.Teason, probably tbe want of water lu 
the river, the fleet has been unabte'to ger 
within striking distance of the clty.'rendcr- 
Ing-a long wait necessary until the loud 
force can come up. In the meantime, tin: 
mmor which seems to persist, coming as 
It -Jdoca from many sources. Is that the 
to»rp' has beeu almost wholly baraed down, 
Int'hlfllng the greater part 'of the foreik-n 
coaccsslnn, aua that' ISO of the ifocelguera 
liaTC been killed. '

cra. On the foreign directory of 18i)0 there 
are some seven hundred names of merf) 
Hnropean and American. Estimating tho 
women nnd children nt twice tliat number, 
would give a forclf;n popnlattuii of a llttb 
more than two tbonsaiid. I'eUlti, estliiiatci 
on the same basis, holds about nine hnn 
<lr/'d, but to tills number mutt bo added 
n imiltltiule of missionaries, ^'lio In the 
bi'^'inniiiK of the trouble, are known to 
have lied thither for refuge. Tlieri^ are 
also the foreign guards, wbo might, per- 
haps, make up another thonsund. There 
are no means whatever of csthuatlng the 
imnibor of Japanese In the t-wo'cltlos, but 
It iUiust lie ipilte large, la view of the Ini- 
mense trrowth of the trade 'between th 
two empires since the late war. 

'the niagnltuib' of the tronblf., which Is 
deemed here to be far more serious than 
the Kreat T.-ilpliig rebellion, may be liuli- 
cnti'd by the fact that even Shanghai Is 
paiilc-strleken, and la calling tvr succor by 
the. Japanese licet. 

The attitude of tbe Japanese government 
has been beyond nil praise, aial 1b com- 
mended by foreigners la unstisted terms. 
Nearly every ship In Its great 'Ileot has 
been put In commission for the unuergency, 
while an almost equally large fleet of trans- 
ports Is being loaded with troops nnd mu- 
nitions of war, . every rpreparatl«a having 
been- made > exactly >a:B ntv.tlie' tltne.ipl thei 
late '> conOicti: All merely? diplomatic con- 
siderations and all. fears. as.tO.fWhether her 
"claims"'' -will be 'regarded 'inithc-ainnl set- 
tlement of Chinese ; affairs by the powers 
seemito have been flung to the foor winds 
Thlg««mplre Is evidently Intent upon doing 
the dimple duty laid upon It by its geo- 
graphical position, and by tho emei-goiiey, 
which In the Interests of humanity con- 
frontir It. The opportunity of laying the 
whole -world under obligation to ItVs cer- 
tainly ■one not lightly to be put aside, a 
tlii^ fliail 'reckoning It ought not to bo for- 
gotten Uinw generously It has been '.taken 
up by * aiiition struggling with poverty. 

Due rosnlt of the new tarn which affairs 
have laJiiui In the Orient Is the genera 
rc(.'oKnltk.n of the fact that all danger ol 
the inncb .Uteiidcd dncl lietwi'cu Japan .tiii-l 
liiissla Is luc.v ovcr. The latter power can 
no lonu'cr J.U'tat(' terms to Tckln. It in(..-t 
hereafter be a'OlVK'atcd lo the role of partma 
only, and rrlfh .the other powers, Including 
Japan, settlement will be made.
